The Most "Worshipful Grand Master then delivered the following 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren of the Grand CD : 

Tlie requirements of business, imperative and engrossing, not only in- 
terfere with my meeting with you at this Annual Communication, but 
have also consumed those hours which I had intended to set apart for the 
preparation of the customary Grand Master’s address. The only privi- 
lege now loft me, is that of giving, in few words, an account of my official 
acts, and of calling your attention to such matters as seem to demand leg- 
islation. 

Dispensations for new [Ep have been granted during the year as fol- 
lows :

Carver CD. at Carver, Minn. 

The papers and fee in each case were turned over to the Grand Secre- 
tary, upon issuing the dispensation. Some applications have not been act- 
ed on because the testimony in favor of a CD was not clear, and in grant- 
ing charters to the [Ep LV. D.-. tho Grand CD should carefully scrutinize 
the records, and as far as possible, test the work of the brethren. Excuses 
which pass current in a new country, should be viewed more critically 
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now. But I need not enlarge upon this topic; you do not require to he 
taught your duty in a matter so important to the welfare ol' Masonry. 

Tho[t=p at Mantorville and Zumbrota lmd the misfortune I o lose their 
charters, records and CD furniture by lire, siuce onr last meeting. Upon 
application, I at once issued dispensations under which they might act un- 
til the charters could bo replaced by order of the Grnud I I . 

These accidents Will doubtless lead the brethren to not only insure their 
property when practicable, but also to see that the charter is kept in some 
secure place. The practice of leaving it in the □ room, although com- 
mon, is not a commendable one. 

Only two questions of importance have been submitted to uie. One in- 
volved the point how far a CZ3 can interlere to try business matters be- 
tween brethren, and the oilier was upon tlio almost equally troublesome 
question of personal defect. The first question 1 did not decide. My own 
opinion wub somewhat at variance with that of prominent members of 
the Grand l — i . in whose judgment I had so much confidence, that 1 held 
the matter under advisement. Meantime I was called from home, and did 
not return until it was too late for my decision to be of any practical im- 
portance. 

The second question, as put, was easily answered ; but the particular 
case which prompted it was subsequently explained to mo, and is one 
among so many which have arisen, and will rise, involving the same point, 
i hat I feel disposed to submit it to the Grand cm for your consideration. 
A young man, the son of an esteemed member of this Grand i 1 . lost a 
leg, yet with such skill has the cunning workman in artificial limbs re- 
placed the missing member, that a casual observer would not perceive the 
loss. Is the door of Masonry barred against this man, who can pass 
through all our ceremonies with entire readiness, and has no physical 
maiming which would, in the least, interfere with his beeoming a shining 
light in speculative Masonry? In the operative days of our Order, the 
spirit of our Institution required the physically perfect youth. In our 
day the spirit of the Institution finds more need of perfection, or struggles 
toward it at least, of a different and higher type. You will see, brethren, 
that this is merely a representative case. You will have to consider the 
whole question of physical imperfection, remedied as it is to so great a de- 
gree by modern science. 

Filming that it was doubtful whether the Proceedings of the last ses. 
sion would be printed in season, the Grand Secretary, by my direction, 
procured the printing of the proposed amendments to our Constitution, 
(relating to trials,) and transmitted them, duly attested, to the several d=p 
of this jurisdiction, for their examination. The matter will, therefore, 
properly come before you at this time for final action. The amendments 
proposed met with the unanimous concurrence of the brethren at our lust 
session, and I am satisfied that their adoption would very much improve 
the disciplinary work of onr own [Ep. Such are the difficulties in attempt- 
ing a trial under our old code, that [Ep have, in several instances, borne 
with irregularities which not only caused good brethren to sorrow and 
blush, but also brought the whole Order into disrepute ill the community. 

At our last session your attention was called to the fact that the Grand 
I — i owned two lots in Oakland Cemetery, and a committee was appoint- 
ed, to act in conjunction with a similar committee from the city gl, in 
procuring tlioir proper adornment as a resting place for brethren who 
might die among us. Fight lots are now improved as one piece, making a 
really beautiful spot in that beautiful burial plane. The expense to this 
Grand l — I . one-third of the whole, was $34. '70, for which I drew a war- 
rant on the Grand Treasurer. 

Since our last annual gathering, one well known to, ami well beloved 
by the Fraternity generally, has gone out from the earthly r l . we trust 
to enter into tlio’joy of his Lord. It.-. W.'. Brn. A. O'Sullivan, for many 
years Grand Secretary and Grand Lecturer ofthe different Masonic Grand 
Bodies of Missouri, died last summer after a long illness. Many of the 
brethren had the pleasure of meeting him in St, Paul, in the summer of 
i860, and they can, with me, bear witness to his nobleness and goodness. 
The Masonic world knows of his knowledge and zeal. 
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A few words now in regard to the esoteric work of Masonry — plain 
words, too, brethren. In my Masonic infancy, listening to the grave dis- 
cussions of those from whom I, as a neophyte, sought instruction, I trem- 
bled for the Institution, because all did not agree upon the precise words 
to be used in our work and lectures. I thought every sign, every cere- 
mony and every expression, had its origin when — well, you know — when 
Masonry begun; and to learn that the words — nny, worse still, the very 
ceremonies wherein I had so faithfully represented a renowned predeces- 
sor — materially differed in different, jurisdictions, was to learn that there 
might he a taint of modernism, even in our ancient Institution, which 
would surely prove, some day, that all its venerable gray- hairs were the 
work of wig-makers. I have learned some things since, and among the 
things learned are — that the Preston Lectures, so-called, are (perhaps) 
Preston's Lectures ; that the Webb work, so-called, is Webb’s work ; that 
the Wilson work, so-called, is Wilson's work, and Barney work, is Bar- 
ney’s work, and Morris work, Is Morris’ work, and Pierson work, is Pier- 
son's work, and — and so on through the whole catalogue of authors and 
revisers. I have learned, too, that all these men have the same skeleton 
of facts, (traditional to he sure, hut wonderfully concurrent) which they 
have tried to fill out with sinew and muscle and— it must lie confessed— a 
great deal of adipose ; and I have learned ever to be looking through and 
beyond the modern trappings and trying to realize the great truths so 
grandly “ veiled in allegory and illustrated by symbols.” Thus looking 
and trying, I have said to myself, this is a noble old skeleton. Had not 
we better, instead of stuffing it out with pillows and sawdust till it shall 
look as slick and fat as a hypothetic alderman, just put bone to liis hone, 
and adding only enough of sinew and muscle to make it work, save all 
the rounding out of form and decking ont of person for independent specu- 
lative discourse ? 

Brethren, I am satisfied we try to preach too much in our ceremonies, 
and are too verbose in our lectures. The former, when well performed, 
are significant enough to speak in their most expressive language of nc- 
tion ; the latter should only seize those salient points which enable the 
mind, at once, to grasp and analyze all that lies between. Save some- 
thing for reflection and study — for familiar lecture and talk, during those 
evenings when no work, technically speaking, is before the l ~l . Let 
officers and brethren, instead of being contented with fluency in parrot- 
like repetition, study to act well their part, and with a few" words fitly 
chosen, make onr symbols and ceremonies tell their own story with an 
emphasis that shall install them as monitors for all future time. 

“ Within the deop recesses of the brain. 

Our thoughts are linked by many a hidden chain ; 

Awake but one, and, lo, what myriads rise!— 

Each stamps its imugo us the other flies,” 

I never look upon level or plumb-line, gavel or square, without having 
at once rise before me, the vision of a temple so radiantly beautiful — so 
suggestive of purity ami peace — that it flashes out “ Building of God !” 
from corner stone to cope-stone. 

We are far down in the stream of time, brethren. The head of gold, 
the breast of silver, the thighs of brass, and the legs ot iron, have passed 
into history. Part of irou and part of clay, our Institution is, to-day, 
partly strong and partly broken. Instead of spending our strength in 
trying to mix what will not mingle, let us endeavor to “strengthen the 
things that remain,” by giving more prominence to what is really old— 
the teaching of a great truth by a significant allegory. 

Not that I Ihink the manner of working unimportant. Nay, more im- 
portant does it become when taken for wliat it really is, than when set up 
for what It really is not. Reflecting, unbiassed minds will always detect 
the fallacies of charlatans, and will be repelled instead of captured by 
empiricism. Let us speak and act honestly. Our foundation iH an ancient 
one. It lies deep among the ruins of earliest time. Here and there stands 
a noble column, a perfect arch, while scattered around, out of place, lie 
the evidences of a onoe complete structure. Modern assumption, proud 
and vain, would sometimes replace these vestiges — grand in their desola-

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tion — ■with a tinsoled toy, which pleases the eye, charms the ear, but 
scorches and shrivels, and shows its tawdriness before the judgment. The 
effect of such Masonry is well depicted by an old prophet : “ And, lo, 
thou art unto them as a very lovely song of one that hath a pleasant voice, 
and can play on an instrument, for they hear thy words, hut they do them 
not.” 

Uniformity in our work and lectures is desirable for many reasons, and 
tlie diversity existing in our jurisdiction is, it seems tome, needless. Need- 
less, but not Btrange. Our brethren hail from all countries and all sec- 
tions of the same country, and harmony here would demonstrate its uni- 
versality ; but it is time now, as before hinted, to discard the excuses of 
earlier days and assume the stability which becomes a settled community. 

How uniformity shall be secured is for you to decide, but I caution you, 
in commencing, against adopting what you do not intend to follow. This 
advice may sound strangely, brethren, but, if good, it is needed. Agree 
upon the work to be disseminated, or at least heartily agree to receive, 
fully and honestly, what is adopted. Any other course will aggravate tho 
old trouble and add a new one, thus making your legislation an injury in- 
stead of a blessing. Twice lias this Grand □ passed a vote adopting 
work, but visitations among the [§3 have shown me that nothing was ac- 
complished by it. You can tell each other the reason why. 

A few words of a personal character. Y'ou have honored me beyond 
my deserts always. My heart cherishes the many testimonials of your 
forbearance and regard, "as most precious treasures. Without presuming 
to know the goneral wish of the Grand l 1 . 1 mag be permitted, at least, 
to say to those who have expressed a preference for my re-election, that 
the requirements of secular business imperatively demand my release from 
the duties and responsibilities ol official position. Be assured, though, 
that no light matter will keep mo from our annual gatherings, for I owe to 
this beloved Order too many dear friendships to forget or neglect our as- 
semblages. 

And now, recognizing with you the loving care of Him who has kept 
and blessed us through another year, I bid you a hearty Godspeed in your 
labor of love. 

R.-. W. 1 . Bro. L. E. Thompson moved the address be referred to 
a select committee of three, which motion prevailed, and Bro. L. E. 
Thompson, A. B. Curry, and W. G. Dye were appointed such com- 
mittee. 

The amendment to the Constitution, of the trial code, reported at 
the last Annual Communication, was then taken up. 

Bro. Stewart moved its adoption, which motion prevailed. The 
roll of i~E=p having been called, the amendment was declared adopt- 
ed by the following vote : 

"Whole number of votes, 103 ; Number of votes in the affirma- 
tive, 88 ; Number of votes in the negative, 15.
